The statement of common ownership of the patents 6,1 1 1,634 and 6,160,621 at the time 
the invention was made, filed 27 June 2005, has overcome the rejection under 35 USC 103 over 
the Pecen et al, patent 6,1 1 1,634. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 27 June 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of patent 
6,1 1 1,634 (Pecen et al ) has been reviewed and is accepted and has obviated the possibility of a 
rejection under double patenting of the obviousness type.
